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Introduction 


This  book  contains  a  number  of  pedigrees  and  biographical  data 
back  to  such  figures  as  the  early  Saxon  kings  of  England,  Alfred  the 
Great,  early  kings  of  Scots,  Charlemagne,  the  Capet ian  kings  of 
France,  and  the  Counts  of  Flanders. 

Key  figures  in  this  particular  compilation  are  John  Prescott 
(ca.  1604-1681),  who  with  Ensign  John  Moore  (1653-1702)  was  one  of 
the  founders  of  Lancaster,  Massachusetts,  and  the  former’s  great  great 
grandfather,  Kockr  Standisu,  Esq.  of  Standish,  Lancashire,  England. 
On  the  latter’s  paternal  side  the  pedigree  is  traced  to  William  the 
Lion  and  early  kings  of  Scots,  to  the  Capetian  kings  of  France  and 
the  Emperor  Charlemagne.  'On  the  maternal  side  (Alice  Ilarington, 
daughter  of  Sir  James  Ilarington  who  lived  1 148-1479)  the  pedigree 
is  traced  to  Alfred  the  Great  and  the  Saxon  kings,  to  William  the 
Conqueror,  and  again  to  the  Emperor  Charlemagne.  The  ancestry 
ot  Charlemagne  has  been  reliable  traced  through  Count  Warinus  to 
the  Roman  Consul,  Tontantius  Ferreolus,  and  to  Abanins  Syagrius, 
Gallo-Roman  Consul  in  the  year  381. 

This  brief  work  contains  only'  a  few  of  the  hundreds  of  ancestral 
lines  recorded  in  The  Moorc-Minger  Genealogical  Record.  Those 
reproduced  here  have  been  specially  selected  as  among  the  most 
interesting  of  the  pedigrees  which  go  back  to  the  great  figures  of  the 
Middle  Ages.  The  lines  are  traced  as  far  back  as  sound  genealogical 
and  historical  data  can  be  carried,  in  one  instance  back  to  the  year 
381  A.D. 

In  several  cases  a  number  of  lines  might  have  been  traced  to  a 
common  ancestor  as  a  result  of  intermarriages  among  the  descendants 
of  that  ancestor.  Thus,  any  one  of  several  lines  mav  be  traced  to

Charlemagne.  The  compiler’s  .selection  ol  the  particular  lines  pre¬ 
sented  here  is  largelv  arbitrary  or  made  simple  because  ol  their 
historical  interest. 
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Most  of  the  material  in  the  compilation  has  been  drawn  from  the 
monumental  Ancestral  Roots  of  Sixty  Ncio  England  Colonists,  by 
Frederick  Lewis  Weis.  The  generations  from  that  of  the  compiler  to 
John  Prescott  were  excerpted  from  The  Minger-Moorc  Genealogical 
Record,  and  the  generations  from  Alice  Harington  (AR  34-38,  MC 
129-13)  to  William  D’Aubigny,  Earl  of  Arundel  (AR  149-26,  MC  129-1) 
were  excerpted  from  Weis’  The  Magna  Charta  Sureties. 

Weis  is  a  giant  among  contemporary  genealogists,  and  his  work 
was  selected  as  a  basic  source  because  of  his  painstaking  care  in 
eliminating  any  part  of  the  record  wherein  a  question  of  doubt  enters, 
lie  lavished  35  years  of  research  in  tracing  these  lines  of  descent, 
and  his  extensive  references  to  original  source  materials  are  included 
here  in  order  that  the  line  of  research  may  be  made  clear  and  complete. 

Naturally  he  drew  on  the  work  of  other  contemporary  genealo¬ 
gists— Adams,  Calket,  Davis,  Holman,  Jacobus,  Moriarty,  Wash¬ 
ington  and  the  late  von  Redlich  —  as  well  as  on  the  labors  ol  earlier 
generations  of  genealogists.  Von  Redlich  and  Adams:  Pedigrees  of 
Some  of  the  Emperor  Charlemagne's  Descendants,  for  example,  might 
well  be  used  as  an  adjunct  to  the  reading  of  this  volume.  Weis’  The 
Families  of  Standish  of  Standish  and  Prescott  of  Standish  Parish, 
Lancashire,  England,  also  contains  much  of  the  material  found  herein 
and  uses  more  than  400  deeds,  charters,  inquisitions,  marriage  settle¬ 
ments,  etc.  to  attest  to  the  authenticity  ol  these  ancestral  lines. 

The  number  system  for  ancestral  lines  and  individual  genera¬ 
tions  used  in  this  book  (except  for  the  few  generations  later  than 
John  Prescott)  are  the  same  as  used  by  Weis  in  Ancestral  Roots  and 
in  Magna  Charta  and  are  designated  by  the  letters  AR  and  MCI 
respectively.  Numbers  at  the  lelt  of  a  name  represent  the  generation. 
Thus  in  Line  1,  "15.  Alfred  the  Great”  indicates  that  King  Alfred  is 
the  fifteenth  generation  from  Cerdic.  Numbers  in  brackets  after  a 
name  indicate  line  and  generation.  Thus  "Roger  Standish,  (AR  170-35)” 
riders  the  reader  to  Ancestral  Roots,  Line  170,  generation  35.

King  of  England,  871-901 


Line  1 . 

1.  Cerdic,  King  of  the  West  Saxons,  519-534,  was  a  Saxon  earldor- 
man  who  founded  a  settlement  on  the  coast  of  Hampshire,  England,  in 
495,  assumed  the  title  of  King  of  the  West  Saxons  in  519,  and  became  the 
ancestor  of  the  English  royal  line.  “A.D.  495.  This  year  came  two  lead¬ 
ers  into  Britain,  Cerdic  and  Cynric,  his  son,  with  five  ships.  ...  519. 
This  year  Cerdic  and  Cynric  undertook  the  government  of  the  West- 
Saxons;  the  same  year  they  fought  with  the  Britons  at  a  place  called 
Charford.  From  that  day  have  reigned  the  children  of  the  West-Saxon 
kings.  530.  They  conquered  the  isle  of  Wight.  .  .  .  534.  This  year  died 
Cerdic,  the  first  king  of  the  West-Saxons.  Cynric  his  son  succeeded  to 
the  government,  and  reigned  afterwards  twenty-six  winters.”  ( The 
Anglo  Saxon  Chronicle,  hereafter  ASC,  text  by  Ingram,  Everyman’s 
edition.

[2.  Creoda,  son  of  Cerdic,  father  of  Cynric?  ( ASC  854).] 

3.  Cynric,  son  of  Cerdic,  was  king  of  the  West  Saxons,  534—560. 
“A.D.  552.  This  year  Cynric  fought  with  the  Britons  on  the  spot  that  is 
called  Sarum,  and  put  them  to  flight.  .  .  .  556.  This  year  Cynric  and 
Ceawlin  fought  ...  at  Beranbury.”  (ASC  534,  538,  552,  560,  854). 

4.  Ceawlin,  son  of  Cynric,  undertook  the  government  of  the  West 
Saxons,  560,  and  reigned  thirty  winters.  “In  560,  Ethelbert  came  to  the 
kingdom  of  Kent,  and  held  it  fifty-three  winters.  In  his  day  the  holy 
Pope  Gregory  sent  us  baptism.  And  Columba,  the  mass-priest,  came  to 
the  Piets.  .  .  .  591.  This  year  there  was  a  great  slaughter  of  Britons  at 
Wanborough ;  Ceawlin  was  driven  from  his  kingdom.  .  .  .  593.  This 
year  died  Ceawlin.”  (ASC  560,  568,  591,  593,  854;  CCN  227). 
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5.  Cutiiwine,  son  of  Ccawlin  and  father  of  Cutha  or  Cuthwulf,  did 
not  rule.  “A.D.  577.  This  year  Cuthwin  and  Ccawlin  fought  with  the 
Britons,  and  slew  three  kings  .  .  .  and  took  from  them  three  cities, 
Gloucester,  Cirencester,  and  Bath.”  ( ASC  577,  854). 

6.  Cutha,  or  Cuthulf,  son  of  Cuthwine  and  father  of  Ceolwald  and 
the  younger  Cynegils,  did  not  rule.  ( ASC  854). 

7.  Ceolwald,  did  not  rule.  King  Cynegils,  his  brother,  was  baptized, 
635,  by  Bishop  Birinus  at  Dorchester.  (ASC  688,  854 ;  Bede,  Ecclesiasti¬ 
cal  History,  etc.,  Book  III,  Chapter  VII). 

8.  Cenred,  son  of  Ceolwald,  and  father  of  King  Ina  and  Ingild,  did 
not  rule.  ( ASC  688,  854). 

9.  Ingild,  d.  718,  son  of  Cenred  and  father  of  Eoppa,  did  not  rule. 
“A.D.  718.  This  year  died  Ingild,  the  brother  of  Ina.”  Ina  reigned  thirty- 
seven  winters,  fought  at  Wanborough,  715,  and  in  728,  “went  to  Rome, 
and  there  gave  up  the  ghost.”  “A.D.  688.  Ina  was  the  son  of  Cenred, 
Cenred  of  Ceolwald  ;  Ceolwald  was  the  brother  of  Cynegils ;  and  both  were 
the  sons  of  Cuthwin,  who  was  the  son  of  Ceawlin  ;  Ceawlin  was  the  son  of 
Cynric,  and  Cynric  of  Cerdic.  .  .  .  S54.  And  Ethelwulf  was  the  son  of 
Egbert,  Egbert  of  Eahlmund,  Eahlmund  of  Eafa,  Eafa  of  Eoppa,  Eoppa 
of  Ingild;  Ingild  was  the  brother  of  Ina,  King  of  the  West-Saxons,  who 
held  that  kingdom  thirty-seven  winters,  and  afterwards  went  to  St.  Peter, 
where  he  died.  And  they  were  the  sons  of  Cenred,  Cenred  of  Ceolwald, 
Ceolwald  of  Cutha,  Cutha  of  Cuthwin,  Cuthwin  of  Ceawlin,  Ceawlin  of 
Cynric,  Cynric  of  (Creoda,  Creoda  of)  Cerdic.”  (ASC  688,  715,  718, 
722,  728,  854;  Bede,  op.  cit.,  Bk.  V,  Chapter  VII,  last  paragraph). 

10.  Eoppa,  son  of  Ingild,  father  of  Eafa,  did  not  rule.  (ASC  854). 

11.  Eafa,  son  of  Eoppa,  did  not  rule.  (slSC  854). 

12.  Eahlmund,  sou  of  Eafa.  “A.D.  781.  At  this  time  reigned  Edmund 
king  in  Kent,  the  father  of  Egbert ;  and  Egbert  was  the  father  of  Athulf 
[Aethelwulf] .”  (ASC  784,  854). 

13.  Egbert,  b.  775,  d.  .  .  .  son  of  Eahlmund,  King  of  Kent.  Egbert 
was  King  of  Wessex,  802-827,  and  was  the  first  king  of  all  Ifngland, 
827-836 ;  m.

1.  Ekc,  King  of  Dalricda  (County  of  Antrim  in  Ulster),  d.  ca.  -174. 
Mis  father,  Eocliy  Munrevar  (Eugcnius),  King  of  Dalricda,  d.  before 
439.  lire  had  several  sons  of  whom  Loarn,  Fergus  and  Angus  settled 
Dalriada  (Argyle)  in  Scotland  in  496.  (Ritson:  Annals  oj  the  Caledoni¬ 
ans,  Piets  and  Scots,  and  oj  Strathclyde,  Cumberland ,  Calloway  and  Mur¬ 
ray,  Edinburgh,  1S28,  II  pp.  25-29,  64.  The  following  list  of  the  early 
Kings  of  Scotland  is  based  upon  this  work.  Concerning  it,  Sir  Walter 
Scott  declared  :  “The  accuracy  and  fidelity  of  Ritson  are  above  suspicion.” 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Dunbar  uses  Ritson’s  sources  80  years  later). 

2.  Fergus  tiie  Great,  son  of  Ere  (Fergus  Mor  Mac  Earca),  crossed 
from  Dalrieda  in  Ireland  over  into  Scotland  in  the  year  496,  and  became 
the  first  king  of  the  Dalriad  Scots,  496-499.  “So  the  succession  continued 
in  his  hlood  and  lineage  ever  since  to  this  day.”  ( Annals  oj  the  Four  Mas¬ 
ters).  “496.  Fergus,  son  of  Ere,  was  the  first  who,  of  the  seed  of  Chonare, 
assumed  the  government  of  Albany  (Dalriada  in  Scotland),  that  is  from 
tin*  Mount  Drumalhan  unto  the  sea  of  Ireland,  and  the  western  isles.  lie 
ruled  three  years.”  St.  Patrick  gave  his  blessing  to  Fergus  .  .  .  and 
prophesied  that  he  should  he  the  father  of  kings,  who  should  rule  .  .  .  in 
a  distant  and  foreign  nation.  (Jocelin  of  Furness  (fl.  1165)  :  Life  of  St. 
Patrick;  Ritson,  op.  cit.  II  25-29;  De  situ  Albaniae ;  and  annals  as  given 
at  the  end  of  this  line). 

3.  Domangart  (Dongardus),  King  of  Scots,  499-504;  m.  Fedelmia, 
dau.  of  Eochy  (Eugcnius)  Mogmedon,  King  of  Ireland.  “499.  Doman¬ 
gart  his  son  reigned  5  years.”  (Ritson,  II  28-30). 

4.  Gavran  (Goranus),  son  of  Domangart,  King  of  Scots,  538-560. 
“538.  Gavran,  the  brother  of  Congal,  reigned  22  years.  560.  The  death 
of  Gavran,  the  son  of  Domangart.”  (Ritson,  IT  29-32). 

5.  Aidan  (Aidanus),  son  of  Gavran,  was  crowned  by  bis  kinsman, 
St.  Columba,  on  the  island  of  Iona,  574  ;  declared  the  independence  of 
his  kingdom  at  the  council  of  Drumcreat  in  Ireland,  575;  was  defeated 
by  Aethelfrith,  King  of  Pernicia,  and  d.  606-608.  “574.  Aidan,  the  son 
of  Gavran,  reigned  34  years.  608.  The  death  of  Aidan,  the  son  of  Cav¬ 
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ran.”  (Ritson,  II  33-40  ;  Aclamnan  :  Life  of  St.  Columba ,  111  5  ;  Andrew 
Lang :  History  of  Scotland*  190] ,  I  29). 

6.  Eociiy  I  Buide  (Eugenius  I),  King  of  Scots,  608-629;  educated 
by  St.  Colutnba  “608.  Eochy-buidc,  or  the  yellow,  the  son  of  Aidan, 
reigned  16  years.  629.  The  death  of  King  Eochy-buide,  the  son  of  Aidan, 
after  he  had  reigned  20  years.”  (Ritson,  II  40-43). 

7.  Donald  1  Breck,  King  of  Scots,  629-642;  a  promoter  of  Chris¬ 
tianity.  “629.  Donald-brec  (i.e.  speckled),  the  son  of  Eochy  (Buide) 
reigned  14  years.  642.  Donald  Breck  in  the  battle  of  Straith-cairmaic, 
in  the  end  of  the  year,  in  the  month  of  December,  was  killed  ;  and  reigned 
15  years.”  (Ritson,  II  42-46). 

8.  Domangart  (Dongardus),  son  of  Donald  Breck  and  father  of 
Eochy-hook-nose ;  did  not  reign.  (Ritson  IT,  51). 

9.  Eoc 1 1 y  II  Rinnavel  (Eugenius  II),  King  of  Scots,  697-700;  said 
to  have  given  orders  that  the  actions  of  the  kings  should  be  preserved 
in  the  records  of  the  monasteries.  “697.  Eochy-hook-(or  wry) -nose, 
the  son  of  Domangart,  the  son  of  Donald  Breck,  reigned  3  years.”  (Rit¬ 
son,  II  51 ). 

10.  Ed-fin  (Etfinus  or  Hugh  the  White),  King  of  Scots,  748-778. 
“748.  Ed-fin  (Hugh  the  White)  son  of  Eochy-Rinnavel  (Wry-nose) 
reigned  30  years.  778.  Ed-fin  (White  Hugh),  King  of  Dalriada,  in  the 
same  year  in  which  Neill  I'rasch,  king  of  Ireland,  died,  came  to  his  end.” 
(Ritson,  II  59-60;  Codex  Clnan,  cf.  O’Elaherty  480). 

11.  Eociiy-annuine  (Eugenius  III),  King  of  Scots,  814—827;  pos¬ 
sibly  he  m.  the  only  dau.  of  Alpin,  son  of  Wroid,  King  of  the  Diets,  775— 
779,  which  would  account  for  the  name  of  Alpin  among  the  names  of  the 
kings  of  the  Scots.  “814.  Thirteen  to  Eochy-annuine  (or  the  Poison¬ 
ous).”  All  these  Eochys,  a  favorite  Irish  name,  were  so-called,  after 
Eochy-Munrevar,  the  father  of  Ere  (No.  1  above).  O’Elaherty  also  gives 
the  name  of  Alpin  in  Irish  as  “Ailpin  mac  Eocoid.”  (The  Cro.  region 
Scot,  and  tin*  Nomina  regain,  make  “  I  re  deg”  mean  thirty  years  instead 
of  thirteen  as  was  meant ;  both  however  call  him  the  son  of  Ed-fin  ( Adalbi, 
Hethfin,),  as  do  other  sources  ;  Cronica  de  Mailros  gives  his  death  as  834. 
Ritson,  I  131,  II  64). 

12.  Alpin,  King  of  Scots,  834—837,  was  slain  in  Calloway,  837.  “834. 
Alpin,  the  son  of  Eochy-annuine  (the  Poisonous),  reigned  three  years. 
837.  Me  was  slain  in  Calloway.”  (Ritson,  I(  65-66;  Archibald  II.  Dun¬ 
bar:  Scottish  Kings,  2nd  edition,  1906,  p.  280). 

13.  Kenneth  MacAlpin,  King  of  Scots,  844-859,  invaded  Lothian 
six  times,  burned  Dunbar,  took  possession  of  Melrose;  died  of  a  fistula, 
Keb.  13.  '5  Lot).  He  is  said  to  have  called  a  Parliament.  “844.  Kenneth 
the  son  of  Alpin,  first  of  the  Scots,  ruled  happily  Pictland  (Scotland) 
for  16  years.”  (Ritson,  11  67-71  ;  Dunbar,  280). 

14.  Constantine  I,  King  of  Scots,  863  877 ;  slain  by  the  Norwegians 
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in  battle;  buried  at  Iona.  “862.  Constantine,  the  son  of  Kenneth,  reigned

15.  Donald  II,  King  of  Scots,  8S9-900  (dates  from  Lang,  op.  cit.  I 
56).  “894.  Donald,  the  son  of  Constantine,  held  the  kingdom  eleven 
years.  Died  at  Fores,  buried  at  Iona.  (Ritson,  II  77-78;  Dunbar,  280). 

16.  Malcolm  MacDonald,  King  of  Scots,  942-954;  received  .Cum¬ 
berland  and  Westmoreland  from  King  Edmund  I  of  England.  “944. 
Malcolm  the  son  of  Donald,  reigned  eleven  years.  955.  The  men  of 
Moerne  slew  Malcolm.”  (Ritson,  II  87-92;  Dunbar,  1,  280). 

17.  Kenneth  II  MacMalcolm,  King  of  Scots,  971-995;  harried 
Lothian  and  carried  off  the  King  of  the  Saxons ;  was  murdered,  994/5. 
“970.  Kenneth  the  son  of  Malcolm  reigned  24  years.”  (Ritson,  II  96- 
104;  Dunbar,  1,  280). 

18.  Malcolm  II  MacKennetii,  King  of  Scots,  Mar.  25,  1005-1034; 
fought  a  battle  in  1008  at  Carbarn  with  Uchtred  (d.  1016),  son  of  Wal- 
thcof,  Earl  of  the  Northumbrians,  and  overcame  the  Danes,  1017;  pub¬ 
lished  a  code  of  laws;  was  murdered,  Nov.  25,  1034;  the  name  of  his 
spouse  is  uncertain.  “1004.  Malcolm  the  son  of  Kenneth,  a  most 
victorious  king,  reigned  30  years.  1034.  Malcolm  king  of  Scots  died.” 
(Ritson,  II  104—109;  Dunbar,  1,  280;  Anglo-Saxon  Chronicle;  at  this 
point  the  New  Revised  Complete  Peerage  (G.  E.  Cokayne,  vols.  I— XI, 
1910-1949)  and  the  Scots  Peerage  (Sir  James  Balfour  I’aul,  9  vols., 
1904—1914)  deign  to  begin  the  list  of  Scots  kings.  {CP  IX  704;  SP  II).

Kenneth,  m.  1000,  Crinan  the  Thane  (also  called  Albanach  or  Grimus), 
b.  978,  d.  1045,  Lay  Abbot  of  Dunkeld,  Governor  of  the  Scots  Islands. 
“1045.  A  battle  between  the  Scots  themselves,  where  fell  Crinan  abbot 
of  Duncaillen.”  (Dunbar,  4,  28;  Ritson,  II  116;  CP  IV  504,  IX  704; 


SP  1  1). 

20.  Duncan  1  MacCrinan,  King  of  Scots,  1034-1040;  murdered 
by  Macbeth  near  Elgin,  Aug.  14,  1040;  in.  a  dan.  of  Si  ward,  Danish 
Earl  of  Northumbria,  lie  besieged  Durham,  1035.  “1034.  Duncan,  the 
son  of  Crinan,  abbot  of  Dunkeld,  and  Bethoc,  daughter  of  Malcolm,  the 
son  of  Kenneth,  reigned  six  years.”  Now  being  on  solid  ground,  with 
the  backing  of  CP  and  SP,  we  leave  Ritson’s  Annals  of  the  Scots.  The 
above  unbroken  succession  of  the  kings  of  the  Scots  from  Fergus  to  Mal¬ 
colm  II  is  thus  soundly  and  convincingly  authenticated.  (Dunbar  12-13,
